Clague is represented in numerous important private 
collections including those of the poet, John Ciardi 
of Metuchen, N.J., Katherine White of Los Angeles, 
Lillian Zevin of Cleveland, and Henry Feiwel of 
larchmont, N.Y. 


Referring to Clague's work in the Whitney Annual Exhibition of Contemporary 
American Sculpture, critic John Canaday wrote in the New York Times, "the 
Whitney gives no prizes, but if I were awarding a few to other than standard 
names, I would include John Clague, a new name to me. Mr. Clague's "Overture 
in Black and White", an abstract structure of discs, slabs, and long flat 
members, struck me as so assured in design and so immaculate in technique 
that I was not surprised, on looking for an identifying label, to find 
Calder's name on it, although I was astonished to find Calder shifting his 
style in a stabile. Mr. Clague's sculpture looked just as good after the 
label was taken away and attached to the wall under a nearby Calder mobile - 
and what better could you say?" 


Concluding his review of Clague's one man show at the Waddell Gallery in 

New York, Mr. Canaday wrote, "all of this is serious sculpture, free of tricks, 

carefully studied, and immaculately crafted."
